In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  say  that  it  is  a  great  pleasure 
for  us  to  report  such  a  good  financial  condition.  Although 
$3,800  was  appropriated  from  the  treasury  surplus  of 
last  year  and  the  tax  rate  for  1906  was  not  much  more 
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than  half  the  rate  of  the  preceding  year  we  were  able  to 
meet  all  of  our  obligations  promptly,  and  still  have  a  sur- 
plus of  $5,241.67  in  favor  of  the  town,  which  is  only 
$747.79  less  than  last  year,  and  is  ample  for  a  working 
capital ;  and  here  we  would  like  to  say  to  every  voter  in 
town,  that  the  fundamental  principle  of  good  financial 
management  in  town  atfairs  is  making  wise  and  careful 
appropriations ;  this  being  the  all-important  part  of  our 
town  elections,  should  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

During  the  year,  nearly  $2000  has  been  expended 
by  the  town  in  building  schoolhouses,  and  during  the 
last  three  years  some  $90U0  has  been  used  for  new 
school  buildings,  and  in  this  it  seems  to  us  that  the 
town  has  been  liberal,  and  that  the  schools  are  at  pres- 
ent well  housed. 

Of  our  highways  we  cannot  make  such  a  pleasing 
statement.  From  the  appropriations  ot  the  past  two 
years  we  have  been  obliged  by  law  to  set  aside  a  cer- 
tain sum  for  permanent  improvements ;  this  reduced 
our  general  repair  sum  so  that  we  have  less  than  fifteen 
dollars  per  mile  to  maintain  our  roads  and  bridges  with, 
and  their  condition,  though  perhaps  as  good  as  in  adjoin- 
ing towns,  is  not  what  we  would  like  them  to  be  or 
what  we  hope  to  see  them  in  in  the  future. 

During  the  year  some  $2,700  have  been  used  under  the 
direction  of  the  state  engineer  in  constructing  about 
2000  fee,  of  macadam  road  through  the  village  of  San- 
bornville.  This  is  the  permanent  improvement  sum  as 
hy  laws  of  1905,  a  joint  contribution  of  state  and  town 
for  two  years.  Although  the  cost  of  the  road  is  high, 
ue  believe  it  iis  a  .step  in  the  right  direction  for  the  bet- 
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terment  of  our  highways.  Four-fifths  of  this  price  was 
for  crushed  rock  brought  from  Massachusetts,  at  $2.05 
per  ton,  rolled  into  shape,  (contract  price.)  We  are  ad- 
vised by  the  contractor  that  if  any  considerable  quantity 
was  to  be  used,  enough  to  warrant  installing  a  crushing 
plant,  the  price  would  be  from  $1.25  to  $1.60  per  ton  by 
wising  native  stone.  This  would  materially  reduce  the 
cost,  as  it  requires  about  45  tons  of  crushed  rock  to  con- 
struct one  hundred  lineal  feet  of  road  eighteen  feet  wide. 
As  no  gravel  has  been  found  in  this  vicinity  suitable  for 
buiilding  a  permanent  road,  crushed  rock  seems  to  be  the 
only  material  available,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  some 
arrangement  may  be  had  whereby  this  material  can  be 
procured  at  a  minimum  of  cost,  and  that  no  year  will 
pass  without  some  permanent  improvement  on  our  high- 
ways.

Report  of  Building  Committee 

East  Wakefield  Schoolhouse 


To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Wakefield : 

We  the  undersigned  committee  elected  to  locate  and 
erect  a  suitable  school  building  at  East  Wakefield,  have 
completed  our  duties  and  herewith  submit  our  report , 
which  we  trust  will  meet  with  your  approval. 

On  assuming  our  duties  we  made  a  careful  examination 
and  made  a  location  on  land  of  A.  D.  Hill,  on  the  south- 
erly side  of  the  road  leading  from  East  Wakefield  to  San- 
bornville,  and  immediately  southerly  of  the  R.R.  station ; 
a  location  we  believe  as  near  central  as  possible  and  the 
most  convenient  for  the  school  children  in  this  district. 
Mr.  A.  D.  Hill,  the  owner  of  the  land,  immediately  there- 
after generously  contributed  thirty-six  (36)  square  rods 
of  land  for  a  building  site  and  school-yard,  and  gave  the 
town  a  warranty  deed  of  the  same,  which  has  been  duly 
recorded.  On  this  land  we  have  erected  a  building  which 
we  feel  is  the  most  convenient  for  the  object  designed,  and 
will  fully  meet  with  your  approval. 

The  appropriation  of  $700  was  less  than  the  amount  of 
money  expended,  but  the  excess  has  been  contributed  in 
various  ways  by  friends  of  education,  and  is  not  charge- 
able against  the  town. 

Through  the  earnest  work  of  the  teacher,  Mabel  G. 
Burroughs,  and  others,  with  her  interesting  entertain- 
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meats,  (well  attended)  which  have  been  held  ;  from  the 
result  of  which  we  have  been  enabled  to  furnish  a  bell  for 
the  building,  an  organ  and  teacher's  chairs  in  the  school 
room,  and  other  conveniences.  The  building  is  now  com- 
pleted, and  during  the  last  term  of  school  has  been  in  use.

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  for  the  past  year  have  been  conspicuous  by  their 
absence.  Only  a  few  cases  of  parotiditis  (mumps)  and 
^ne  reported  case  of  scarlet  fever. 

Several  samples  ot  well  water  have  been  analyzed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  nearly  every  case  has 
«hown  water  ''unfit  to  drink."  We  should  have  a  pure 
water  supply  at  once  in  the  villages  if  we  expect  to  con*, 
tinue  favorable  health  conditions. 

As  is  shown  by  the  Town  Clerk's  report  for  1906,  the 
number  of  births  is  about  doable  that  of  deaths,  and  as 
there  were  21  marriages  for  the  year,  this  rate  should  be 
maintained^

'^rhe  opening  of  the  two  new  buildings  in  September 
met  a  nuich  felt  need.    The  condition  ot  the  primary 
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school  at  Sanbornville  had  become  very  unsatisfactory 
and^as  steadily  growing  worse.  The  faithful  efforts  of 
tiie  teachers  failed  to  overcome  the  hindrances  to  efficient 
work  occasioned  by  the  unfortunate  physical  conditions.. 
The  presence  of  two  teachers  in  the  small  room  was  con- 
fusing, and  the  children  were  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
disciplined.  With  the  removal  to  the  new  building,  the 
school  was  divided,  Miss  Page  taking  those  children  doing 
first  and  second  year  work,  and  Miss  Brackett  those  doing 
third  year  work.  As  soon  as  teachers  and  pupils  became 
adjusted  to  the  new  environment  the  effect  of  the  improv- 
ed candition  soon  became  apparent ;  the  two  schools  were- 
soon  brought  into  shape  and  are  now  dninrr  excellent 
work  in  an  orderlj^  manner^ 

The  new  building  has  two  well  lighted  and  well  venti? 
lated  school  rooms,  light  and  cheery,  and  it  also  contains 
a  good  sized  supply  room,  where  will  be  kept  the  school 
supplies  for  distribution  throughout  the  town.  The 
building  is  heated  by  a  coal  furnace  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  keep  the  building  comfortable  the  coldest  days.  I 
would  suggest  that  as  early  as  possible  each  room  be  pro- 
vided with  additional  blackboard  room,  as  the  primary 
teacher  has  ample  use  for  all  space  available.  Tha  pres- 
ent equipment  in  that  particular  is  insufficient.  Local 
interest  has  provided  a  very  acceptable  flag-poljB  for  the 
school  yard. 

The  conditions  at  East  Wakefield  were  equally  unfor- 
tunate. The  Dow  building  was  located  a  mile  and  a  half 
trom  the  homes  of  the  pupils  who  attended.  The  new 
building,  centrally  located,  was  completed  and  ready  tor 
occupancy  in  September.  The  building  is  well  adapted 
io  .fcichool  WQ^^,  high  and  ^vy,  bright  and  sjinny.     It  also 
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serves  as  the  center  of  the  social  interests  of  the  com- 
munity, a  service  which  every  small  school  should  to 
some  extent  render.  Unfortunately  the  limited  appro- 
priation, although  increased  by  the  generosity  of  the  cit- 
izens of  that  locality,  was  insuflScient  to  provide  school 
furniture  to  correspond  with  the  building.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  equip  the  building  with 
new  >cats  and  desk-  at  an  early  time. 

HE  PA  IBS 

A  faithlul  attempt  was  made  for  two  years  to  heat  the 
bnilding  at  Union  with  the  wood  furnace  with  w^hich  it 
was  ('(jiiipped,  l)ut  iho  combined  efforts  of  the  interested 
community  were  unavailing.  In  my  last  report  I  recom- 
mended the  instaUation  of  a  coal  furnace  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  heat  the  two  rooms  to  a  comfortable  tempera- 
ture. The  school  board  found  it  possible  to  make  the 
suggested  change  and  a  good  furnace  has  been  put  in 
which  accomplishes  the  results  desired  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner.  Thf  consumption  of  fuel  is  found  to  be 
much  less  than  had  been  expected. 

I  wish  to  renew  my  former  recommendation  of  an  ap- 
propriation for  the  repair  of  the  grammar  school  building 
at  Sanbornville.  The  condition  of  the  interior  of  the 
building  is  very  unsatisfactory  and  can  be  remedied  only 
by  a  thorough  renovation.  I  sometimes  fear  we  fail  to 
fully  appreciate,  or  even  to  consider,  the  educalional  in- 
fluence of  environments. 

TIJXT  BOOKS 

Frecjuent  change  in  text  i)()oks  is  a  ])o<>r  \  b  'th 
from  an  ('(lucat ion  1 1  :md  tin:iin  inl  st;ni(l|>nmi .  An  'dd 
text  book  of   pi-o\ed   vvt)rlh  and  meiii  r>lMuld  mx  he  set 


aside  fop  a  new  book  of  attractive  appearance  but  of 
untried  value.  During  the  past  two  years  but  one  radical 
change  has  been  made.  The  delapidated  and  unwhole- 
some condition  of  a  large  per  cent  of  the  English  gram- 
mars in  use  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  required  some 
action  on  the  part  of  the  school  board.  It  seemed  an 
opportune  time  to  make  a  change  as  so  many  of  the  old 
books  needed  replacing.  After  careful  examination  I  re- 
commended "Steps  m  English"  which  were  introduced 
and  thus  far  have  proved  satisfactory. 

•  The  arithmetics  which  have  been  long  in  use  are  in 
very  poor  shape.  At  least  sixty  per  cent  of  them  are 
falling  to  pieces.  I  have  recommended  for  introduction 
tshe  Nichols  arithmetic,  a  well  graded  book,  published  in 
a  three  book  series.  This  book  comes  the  nearest  to  any 
ideal  arithmetic  of  any  book  with  which  I  am  familiar. 
This  arithmetic  is  being  tried  in  one  of  the  schools  and 
the  children  into  whose  hands  the  book  has  been  placed 
are  doing  excellent  work.  I  trust  that  the  way  may  be 
made  clear  for  the  introduction  of  this  book  throughout 
the  schools  of  the  town. 

Our  equipment  in  reading  material  continues  to  be  very 
meagre.  We  have  practically  but  one  series  of  readers 
of  five  books,  which  as  far  as  they  go  are  satisfactory,  but 
they  do  not  furnish  one-fourth  the  amount  of  reading 
material  we  should  have.  The  result  is  that  the  child 
reads  over  and  over  the  same  old  stories  week  after  week 
until  he  loses  lAi  interest  and  his  time  is  all  but  wasted. 
He  is  reading,  we  will  say,  the  third  reader ;  he  has 
completed  the  hook  the  second  time  and  reads  from  it 
tolerably  well,  but  he  is  far  from  being  prepared  to  take 
up  the  fourth  reader.      There  is  nothing  else  for  the 
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teacher  to  do  but  to  have  him  re-read  his  old  book  for 
the  third,  the  fourth  and  possibly  the  fifth  time.  Further- 
more the  child  from  his  ninth  year  up  wants  something 
more  than  the  choppy  stories  of  the  reading  book  ;  he 
should  read  at  least  one  selection  each  year  of  some 
k'liizth.  For  example,  the  fifth  grade  boy  should  read 
*^*King  Arthui-,"lhe  sixth  grade,  "Hiawatha,"  the  seventh 
grade.  "Snow  Bound,"  the  eighth  grade,  "Evangeline." 
It  should  not  be  left  to  the  cultivated  home,  nor  yet  to 
ihe  i)ublic  lil)rary,  to  acquaint  the  boys  and  girls  with  the 
best  things  in  our  mother  ton  rue.  It  the  public  schools 
do  not  furnish  that  instruction  a  large  per  cent  of  the 
children  will  never  receive- it.  I  trust  that  our  wants  in 
this  i^articular  may  be  partly  supplied  during  the  coming 
year. 

1  often  find  childi'on,  and  sonu  times  even  teachers,  to^ 
tally  hicking,  apparently,  in  an  appreciation  of  the  intrin- 
sic vnUu*  of  a  book.  I  would  suggest  that  the  school- 
bourd  make  the  rule  that  any  ()U|)il  wiltuHy  or  carelessly 
injuring  or  destroying  a  book  shall  purciiase  the  same 
from  the  town  at  the  cost  price.  I  would  further  suggest 
that  teachers  be  held  responsible  for  the  condition  and 
number  of  books  intrusted  to  them,  and  that  careful  and 
accurate  recoids  l)e  kept  of  books  loaned  to  pupils.  I 
would  again  suggest  thiit  the  Holden  book  covers  be  pro- 
vided. These?  covers  are  comparatively  inexpensive,  cost- 
ing little  more  than  (Mie  cent  each,  and  would  prove  a 
fijood  investment  as  they  greatly  prolong  the  lite  of  a  book. 
SCHOOL     A TTESDANCE

high  you  generally  find  an  efticient  teacher,  one  who  baij 


the  interest  of  the  pupils  and  the  sympathy  of  the  parents. 
In  a  sehool  where  the  attendance  is  low  you  often  find  an 
Ineffietent  teacher,  but  the  most  efficient  teacher  cannot  se- 
sure  a  good  attendance  in  the  face  of  indifference  and  op- 
position from  the  home.  Home  influence  counts  for: 
much  in  determining  school  conditions.  I  am  pleased  to> 
ixote  some  slight  improvement  in  the  attendance  during, 
the  year,  but  the  per  cent  of  attendance  is  still  too  low 
for  efficient  work.  But  one  pupil  is  reported  as  perfect 
in  attendance  during  the  year. 

The  reported  number  of  tardinesses  for  the  ye.ir  is  90 1» 
Punctuality  makes  for  increased  efficiency  of  the  school 
it  makes  for  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  boy  and  girl, 
the  man  and  woman.  The  tardy  boy  is  found  to  bo  the 
deficient  pupil  and  later  on  the  incompetent  man.  The 
record  of  tardinesses  for  the  past  year  indicates  a  field  for 
increased  labor,  and  yet  there  was  a  niarked  improvemenfe, 
over  the  previous  year. 

TEACHERS 

The  teacher  is  practically  the  school.  Some  teachers- 
are  fitted  to  teach  by  Nature,  but  this  is  no  surety  that 
they  can  teach  profitably  until  time  and  experience  have 
had  a  chance  to  mould  them  into  form.  An  untrained- 
teacher  will  at  some  time  take  her  trainmg  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  pupils.  In  the  case  of  a  trained  teacher, 
training  at  the  expense  ot  pupils  is  more  nearly  reduced 
to  a  minimum. 

The  fitness  of  the  teacher  from  every  standpoint  is  the 
Erst  thing  to  be  considered  for  a  successful  school.  The 
strongest  element  in  every  teacher  should  be  governing 
power.      Strong,   wholesome  governing  power  makes 


etroiig  pupils,  strong  citizens,  and  strong  fathers  and  • 
mothers.  Anything  that  benefits  the  commiinit}^  belongs 
to  the  work  of  the  teacher  and  the  school.  I  do  not  care 
whether  it  be  of  an  intellectual,  moral,  spiritual  or 
physicial  nature,  if  it  stands  for  raising  the  stand- 
ard of  citizenship  to  a  higher  plane,  it  belongs  to 
everybody,  school  board,  teacher,  pupil,  parents  and 
superintendent  to  strive  to  bring  it  about  at  all 
times.  The  best,  most  successful  and  consequently  the 
mo«t  valuable  teachers  do  this  to  their  everlasting  credit. 

I  have  never  known  a  low,  lax  standard  of  school 
government  to  result  eventually  in  anything  but  a  low, 
lax  standard  of  school  work  and  school  morals. 

In  my  recommendation  of  teachers  to  the  school 
board  I  have  invariably  considered  governing  power  first 
and  equipment  second.  I  am  ccmfident  that  our  teaching 
force  today  is  tar  stronger  than  at  any  previous  time 
within  the  last  two  years,  and  the  result  is  better  schools. 
Strenuous  efforts  should  be  made  to  maintain  the  stand- 
ard. 

COURSE    OF  STUDY 

One  of  the  reasons  for  the  unsatisfactory  work  in  the 
rural  schools  has  been  the  lack  of  any  definite  course  of 
study.  Every  new  teacher  immediately  discovered,  or 
thought  she  discovered  that  the  i)U})ils  had  received 
wretched  instructions,  that  they  knew  absolutely  nothing 
of  what  they  had  been  over,  and  consecjuentiy  she 
straightway^  "put  them  back."  1  have  placed  in  the 
hands  of  each  teacher  the  New  Hampshire  State  Pro- 
gress of  Studies  which  was  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  State  Superintendent  Morrison.  This  program  care- 
fully lays  out  a  miniujum  amount  of  work  to  be  accom- 
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pTished  dttring  each  of  the  eight  years  of  the  common 
school  course.  As  soon  as  we  can  get  this  program  into 
WorJiirig  order  m  our  schools  we  can  hope  for  an  increased 
efficiency.  This  program  of  stedies  is  now  in  wse  in  a 
large  number  of  the  districts  of  the  state,  including  Sun- 
eook,  Epping,  Portsiaouth,  Roche&^ter,  Lebanon  and 
Wolfebora.  The  advantage  oi  a  uniform  conTse  of  study 
in  the  schools  of  the  state  will  be  apparent. 

CONCLUSIOJV 

Kemarkable  progress  has  been  made  in  the  educational 
world  during  the  past  year.  We  of  New  Hampshire 
iave  not  been  behind  in  this  progressive  movement.  We 
have  a  corps  of  educational  leaders  alive  to  our  needs  and 
who  are  working  manfully  and  intelligently  for  the  better- 
ment of  our  common  schools.  Two  b^lls  now  before  the 
state  legislature  aim  to  secure  equalization  of  school 
privileges  throughout  the  state,  and  the  certification  of 
equipped  teachers  who  alone  shall  be  eligible  to  positions 
within  the  state.  Remarkable  evidences  of  the  desire  of 
the  people  to  put  the  administration  of  school  affairs  on  a 
sound  basis  have  been  shown  in  all  sections  of  the  state. 

I  am  able  to  say  that  we  have  had  a  part  in  this  for- 
ward movement.  Our  schools  are  in  much  better  con- 
dition than  they  were  two  years  ago.  The  increased 
devotion  of  teachers  to  duty  has  shown  itself  in  results 
which  are  creditable  to  the  schools.  We  surely  have 
reason  for  gratification  and  may  confidently  hope  for  con- 
tinued progress. 

For  the  good- will  and  cooperation  of  pupils,  teachers, 
©itizens  and  school  board  I  wish  to  give  public  thanks.

Although  we  paid  nearly  fourteen  hundred  dollars  from 
the  tax  of  1907  for  road  breaking  in  the  previous  winter 
and  with  the  high  price  of  labor  last  summer  our  road  work 
was  very  expensive  and  the  severe  rains  of  the  fall  required 
considerable  outlay,  we  can  still  report  a  cash  balance  in 
favor  of  the  town  of  $6,000.00,  which  is  more  than  one-half 
as  much  as  all  of  our  last  year's  tax.  This  is  a  very  satis- 
factory financial  condition  and  as  we  receive  interest  on  the 
treasurer's  daily  bank  balance  it  is  a  benefit  to  every  tax- 
payer and  we  hope  to  see  this  condition  maintained. 
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Our  permanent  highway  improvement  which  the  state 
law  requires  us  to  make  each  \  ear  was  a  continuation  of  the 
macadam  road  built  the  year  before;  about  one-third  of  a 
mile  was  built  at  a  cost  of  approximately  one  dollar  per 
lineal  foot  of  eighteen  feet  wide.  This  was  built  of  Massa- 
chusetts trap  rock,  and  so  far  as  known  there  is  no  cause  to 
complain  of  the  quality  of  this  road,  but  the  price  in  our 
opinion  is  excessive  and  we  belie\'e  that  if  some  arrange- 
ment can  be  made  so  that  native  stone  can  be  used  this 
road  can  be  constructed  for  about  one-half  of  the  cost  of 
a  road  built  of  foreign  stone.  Of  our  one  hundred  miles  of 
road  some  twenty  eight  miles  are  fast  being  torn  to  pieces 
by  the  heavy  lumber  teams  that  use  them  and  must  have 
extensive  repairs  very  soon.  We  hope  this  subject  will 
have  the  careful  consideration  of  the  voters  on  election  da)- 
for  it  seems  to  us  that  our  roads  are  one  of  the  mc^st  im- 
portant things  that  the  town  has  to  consider. 

We  have  some  twenty  or  more  wooden  bridges  in  town 
and  with  the  present  price  of  lumber  it  is  expensive  to 
maintain  them;  several  of  these  will  have  to  be  rebuilt  this 
season.  Plank  top  bridges  are  only  good  f«>r  about  five 
years  and  we  would  recommend  that  some  of  these  be  re- 
placed with  more  permanent  material  if  the  taxpayers  see 
fit  to  make  appropriation;  this  is  not  only  a  matter  of 
economy,  l)ut  of  safety  to  the  public. 

The  one  hundred  dollars  that  the  town  aj^propriated  last 
spring  tor  the  suppression  of  the  brown  tail  and  gypsy  moth 
was  very  beneficial  and  we  have  no  doubt  that  it  sax  ed  the 
])ro])erty  owners  more  than  ten  times  that  amount.  The 
present  state  law  requires  each  individual  to  care  for  his 
own  trees  and  our  observation  is  that  there  is  not  one  of 
these  i^ests  now  where  there  was  fifty  last  year.  in  some 
towns  where  nothing  was  done  last  \ear  the  trees  are 
covered  with  the  nests. 

We  ha\e  at  present  fixe  cemeteries  that  aix*  a   town  care 
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by  virtue  of  having  received  a  fund  from  different  parties 
who  were  interested.  It  is  optional  with  towns  to  accept 
these  finMs  or  not  and  if  accepted  the  interest  at  three  per 
cent  fs  te^be  used  in  caring  for  the  cemeteries.  Experience 
has  shown  that  a  small  amount  will  keep  these  grounds  in 
as  good  condition  as  they  were  received  by  the  town,  and 
as  very  little  expense  is  incurred  in  caring  for  them  we 
think  the  practice  a  commendable  one,  but  would  suggest 
that  not  too  large  a  sum  be  accepted  for  any  one  cemetery.

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  a  few  cases  of 
Pertusis  (whooping  cough)  but  none  of  a  serious  or  fatal 
nature. 

Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  have  occurred,  but  both  had 
their  origin  in  other  towns. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  reported,  both  in  the 
same  family;  but  quarantine  and  fumigation  pre\'ented  its 
spreading. 

Two  nuisances  were  reported  and  steps  have  been  taken 
to  insure  their  removal. 

Compared  with  other  towns,  we  have  been  remarkably 
free  from  contagious  diseases,  and,  aided  by  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  citizens,  this  record  should  be  maintained  and 
even  improved  upon.

To  THE  School  Board  of  Wakefield: 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citi- 
zens of  Wakefield  my  third  annual  report. 

Attendance. 

The  per  cent  of  attendance  for  the  school  year  for  the 
whole  term,  was  go.  This  shows  a  gain  of  two  points  over 
that  of  last  year.  This  improved  showing  is  due  in  part  to 
the  teachers,  and  in  part  to  pupils  and  parents. 

Below  is  a  tabular  statement  of  the  standing  of  each 
school  for  the  year,  given  in  the  order  of  excellence:

By  a  perusal  of  this  table  we  learn  that  a  primarv 
school  leads  the  list,  not  a  school  of  the  higher  grades  as 
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we  should  expect.  Miss  Brackett  and  her  pupils  are  to  be 
commended  for  the  excellent  record. 

A-^in,  we  learn  that  the  per  cent  of  attendance  in  but 
one  iDf  ihe  rural  schools  is  equal  to  the  per  cent  for  the 
whole  town.  It  can  hardly  be  expected  that  the  attendance 
in  these  schools  will  be  as  satisfactory  as  that  in  the  village 
schools,  as  many  of  the  children  go  a  long  distance  and 
over  roads  that  often  difficult  of  travel,  especially  in  the 
winter  time. 

But  after  making  all  reasonable  allowance  for  sickness 
and  for  difficulties  of  travel,  I  am  convinced  that  many  of 
the  absences,  both  in  the  village  and  rural  schools,  are  un- 
necessar3'\  As  has  been  said  before,  you  cannot  have  good 
schools  with  inconstant  and  uncertain  attendance.  Irregu- 
lar attendance  means  irregular  and  poor  work  for  school 
and  pupil.  The  parent  need  expect  nothing  but  unsatis- 
factory progress  from  poor  attendance  of  the  child.  School 
going  should  be  the  business  of  every  child  during  such 
time  as  the  schools  are  in  session,  and  he  should  attend 
faithfulb/  to  that  business  every  school  day. 

Another  feature  of  school  attendance  is  tardiness.  The 
total  number  of  tardinesses  for  all  schools  was  1,040,  an  in- 
crease of  109  over  last  year.  The  average  number  per 
pupil  was  four,  far  beyond  what  it  should  be.  In  one 
school  the  average  was  eleven.  I  repeat  what  was  said  in 
last  3'^ear's  report  on  this  subject:  "Punctuality  makes  for 
the  increased  efficiency  af  the  school;  it  makes  for  the  in- 
creased efficiency  of  the  boy  and  girl,  the  man  and  woman. 
The  tardy  boy  is  found  to  be  the  deficient  pupil  and  later 
on,  the  incompetent  man." 

Last  year,  but  one  pupil  in  town  had  a  clean  record. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  this  past  year  six  pupils  have  been 
neithei  absent  nor  tardy,  as  recorded  b}^  the  teachers.  It  is 
significant  that  three  of  these  are  primar}'^  pupils.  The 
following  are  the  names  of  the  honor  pupils:

Transportation. 

Under  the  state  law  the  school  board  is  permitted  to 
use  a  y)ortion  of  the  school  mone\ ,  not  exceeding  25  per 
cent,  for  conveying  pupils  to  school.  The  law  does  not 
state  that  the  board  must,  but  that  it  may;  the  matter  is  left 
entirely  to  the  judgment  of  the  school  board.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  pupils  are  conveyed  as  follows:

The  cost  per  week  for  transportation  is  $17.50,  averag- 
ing about  ^i.oo  per  pupil. 

Closing  of  Schools. 

It  was  decided  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term  to  close 
the  Weeks  school  as  the  number  of  pupils  had  become  yv- 
duced  to  five.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  it  is  unwise 
to  maintain  a  school  of  but  five  pu]>ils.  These  children 
are  now  transi)ortrd  to  thr  Corner  school. 

The  attendance  at  the  Province  Lake  school  during 
the  fall  term  was  very  ]n)or.  The  average  attendance  was 
hnally  loweri'd  to  but  three.     .\t  the  i  nd  of  the  term  that 
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school  was  closed  and  the  pupils  (2)  transported  to  Wood- 
man. 

'  Teachers. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  teaching  force 
during  the  3^ear.  At  the  opening  of  the  spring  term,  Miss 
Addie  Wille}^  was  transferred  from  the  Province  Lake 
school  to  East  Wakefield.  She  resigned  at  the  close  of 
the  term,  and  that  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Mary  T. 
Towle  of  Dover,  a  graduate  of  the  Salem  Normal  School. 
At  North  Wakefield  the  spring  term  was  taught  by  Hattie 
E.  Warren  of  Madison,  a  teacher  of  long  and  successful 
experience.  At  the  opening  of  the  term  in  September, 
Miss  Anna  E.  Perkins  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  took  this 
school.  Miss  Bertha  W.  Grant  of  Dover  went  to  Prov- 
ince Lake  in  the  spring  and  was  transferred  to  the  Piper 
school  to  take  the  place  made  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  Miss  Lawrence  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term. 

Mijvs  Florence  E.  Arnold  of  Somerville,  Mass.,  a 
graduate  of  Radcliffe  College,  taught  the  fall  term  at  the 
Sanbornville  Grammar,  resigning  at  the  close  of  the  term. 
We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Herbert 
H.  Trufant  for  the  winter. 

At  South  Wakefield  the  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss 
H.  Grace  Chapman  of  Sanbornville,  and  the  winter  term 
by  Miss  Abbie  Willey. 

Miss  Sugden  and  Miss  Nichols  at  Union  both  resign- 
ed in  June  and  Miss  Knight  was  transferred  from  the 
Weeks  school,  and  Miss  Stevens  from  South  Wakefield 
to  fill  the  vacancies.  These  transfers  were  in  line  with  the 
reasonable  policy  of  promoting  the  successful  teachers  to 
the  better  positions.  In  no  other  way  can  we  hope  to 
hold  good  teachers. 

The  problem  of  securing  teachers  has  become  a  serious 
one.     Many  schools  in  this  state  were  closed  during  the 
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3'ear  for  weeks  at  a  time  for  lack  of  teachers.  The  prob- 
lem which  many  superintendents  and  school  boards  have 
had  to  solve  has  not  been  that  of  securing  the  right  kind  of 
a  teacher,  but  rather  that  of  securing  any  kind  of  a  teacher. 

In  five  of  our  schools  there  has  been  no  change  in  the 
teachers.  It  has  been  in  these  schools  where  the  best 
work  on  the  whole  has  been  done.  The  policy  of  frequent 
change  is  a  bad  one.  At  a  time  when  teachers  are  so  diffi- 
cult to  secure  it  seems  to  me  unwise  to  dismiss  a  teacher 
filling  a  position  paying  $7.50  or  $8.00  a  week  because  she 
does  not  measure  up  in  every  way  to  what  we  might  expect 
from  one  filling  a  $10.00  or  $12.00  position. 

Books  and  Supplies. 

New  arithmetics  have  been  introduced  in  ail  grades 
except  the  two  upper  ones,  at  an  expense  of  about  $60.00. 
This  was  the  largest  single  expenditure  for  books.  I  sug- 
gest that  the  introduction  be  extended  to  the  upper  grades 
during  this  next  year.  This  series  has  been  tried  at  Union 
and  has  worked  well. 

Our  reading  material  has  been  increased  slightly,  but 
is  now  much  less  than  it  ought  to  be.  We  can  wisely  ex- 
pend $50.00  in  adding  to  our  supplementary  reading. 
Three  years  ago  practically  all  of  the  reading  material  was 
confined  to  one  set  of  readers.  By  exchanges  and  careful 
purchases  this  has  been  much  increased. 

The  geographies  now  in  use  are  old  and  unsatisfactory, 
and  should  be  replaced  by  a  more  modern  book. 

I  would  renew  my  suggestion  of  a  year  ago  "that  the 
sohool  board  make  the  rule  that  any  pupil  willfully  or  care- 
lessly injuring  or  destroying  a  book  shall  ]Hirchase  the 
same  from  the  town  at  the  cost  price."  Text  books  re- 
mains the  pro])(Tty  of  the  town:  they  are  sim])ly  loaned  to 
pupils.

Repairs. 


The  interior  of  the  Piper  school  has  been  made  more 
cleanly  and  much  improved  in  appearance  by  the  applica- 
tion of  paint  and  paper.  The  citizens  of  this  community 
who  use  the  building  for  meetings  and  entertainments  as- 
sisted in  this  work. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  your  attention  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Grammar  school  building  at  Sanbornville.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  in  the  much  needed  improve- 
ments; the  walls  and  ceilings  have  been  treated  and  paint- 
ed and  the  rooms  put  in  a  more  sanitary  condition.  Much 
remains  to  be  done.  The  floors  are  much  worn  and  should 
be  replaced.  New  furniture  is  also  very  much  needed. 
Under  present  conditions  satisfactory  discipline  is  impossi- 
ble. I  would  suggest  that  a  special  appropriation  be 
made  for  repairs  on  this  building. 

At  Wakefield  Corner  the  school  room  has  been  made 
much  more  attractive  by  repainting  the  walls  and  ceiling. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  some  improvements 
which  should  be  made  at  once.  There  is  an  imperative 
need  for  need  for  new  furniture  at  North  Wakefield.  At 
present  the  supply  is  insufficient  to  properh^  seat  the 
pupils.  The  interior  of  this  building  should  be  thoroughly 
renovated.  The  school  room  at  Woodman  calls  for  simi- 
lar treatment.  The  paper  on  the  walls,  which  is  hanging 
in  many  places,  should  be  removed  and  the  walls  painted 
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if  they  can  be  put  in  y^^QP^r  condition.  The  appearance 
of  these  school  rooms  could  be  transformed  at  a  compara- 
tively small  expense. 

At  the  time  the  new  buildinjj;  at  East  Wakefield  was 
equipped,  old  furniture  and  blackboards  were  used.  New 
furniture  and  fitted  blackboards  would   be  improvements. 

The  outhouses  at  several  of  the  schools  need  immt  di- 
ate  attention  as  they  are  a  menace  in  their  present  condi- 
tion to  the  trood  manners  and  morals  of  the  -children.

In  the  study  of  this  table  the  lenj^th  of  the  school  year 
should  be  taken  into  consideration.  A  few  thinus  to  hv 
noted  are  these: 

1.  An  increase  in  the  cost  for  teachers.  The  acuial 
increase  has  been  very  slight.  Tt'achers  are  every- 
where receiving  higher  salaries. 

2.  An  increase  in  the  cost  of  janitor  service.  It 
was  lound  to  hv  sound  economy  to  hire  resi)onsible 
persons  to  care  for  the  buildini>s  at  Sanbornx  ilK  and 
Union  where  coal  furnaces  have  been  insialK  cl. 

3.  A  material  decrease  in  the  e\]>endilure  tor  books 
and  su])plies. 

F'or  the  i)ast  two  years  the  low  n  has  receix  ed  trom  the 


state,  in  addition  to  the  regular  apportionment  of  ^300  for 
the  superintendent's  salary,  an  apportionment  from  the 
school  rr^ney,  amounting  last  year  to  $273.01,  and  this 
year  to  I281.71 .  The  continuance  of  this  apportionment 
depends,  I  take  it,  upon  the  town's  continuing  its  present 
]:>olicy  of  making  commendable  effort  to  improve  the 
school  system. 

Length  of  the  School  Year. 

It  was  unfortunate  that  the  school  year,  usually  33 
weeks,  had  to  be  shortened  one  week  this  year.  This  de- 
crease was  made  necessary  by  there  being  less  funds  by 
^400  available  for  school  purposes.  Thirt3^-two  weeks  is 
too  short  a  school  year  and  I  would  recommend  that  ever}' 
reasonable  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  year  to  thirty-six 
weeks.  The  neighboring  towns  of  Milton,  Wolfeboro  and 
Conwa\'  now  have  thirt3^-six  weeks. 

It  has  been  decided  to  open  the  village  schools  earlier 
this  sprii^g  to  shorten  the  long  winter  vacation,  as  gener- 
ally several  weeks  have  to  be  spent  at  the  opening  of  the 
terrn,  getting  the  children  back  where  they  were  at  the 
close  of  the  winter  term. 

School  Work. 

The  regular  school  work  has  progressed  as  satisfactor- 
ily as  would  be  expected  under  the  conditions.  We  have 
continued  the  use  of  the  State  Program  of  Studies  as  the 
outline  for  our  work,  and  although  we  are  unable  as  yet  to 
measure  up  to  the  high  standard  set  therein,  we  have  made 
very  noticeable  advances,  and  in  these  advances  we  find 
reason  to  be  encouraged.  The  teaching  of  reading  has 
been  much  improved  especially  in  the  lower  grades.  We 
have  worked  to  make  the  reading  something  more  than  a 
mere  mechanical  pronunciation  of  words,  by  developing 
in  the  child  the  power  to  sense  the  thought  in  a  sentence 
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and  to  give  expression  to  it  in  a  natural  way.  The  result 
has  been  great  improvement  in  smoothness  and  expression 
in  reading. 

The  work  in  arithmetic  has  also  been  strengthened. 
Much  more  time  has  been  spent  in  oral  work  and  rapid 
calculation.  Instead  of  the  child's  doing  numberless  sim- 
ple problems  on  paper,  he  has  done  them  in  his  head 
where  they  should  be  done. 

The  teacher  goes  far  toward  making  or  unmaking  a 
school,  but  the  entire  responsibility  for  the  advancement 
of  a  pupil  does  not  rest  upon  her.  Good  teaching,  if  it  is 
to  become  fruitful,  must  be  supplemented  by  hard  work  on 
the  part  of  the  pupil.  "There  is  no  royal  road  to  learn- 
ing" was  never  truer  than  today.  The  teacher  may  and 
should  be  helpful  in  the  reasonable  way,  but  the  real  work 
must  be  done  by  the  pupil;  he  must  work  out  his  own 
salvation.  The  acquiring  of  an  education  is  a  serious 
business,  and  by  the  time  a  pupil  has  reached  the  up]:»er 
grades  he  ought  to  realize  this  fact  to  some  degree  at  least. 

With  feelings  of  gratitude  for  the  support  given  nu- 
during  the  year  by  the  teachers,  school  board  and  gem  ral 
public,  and  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  this  report.

The  financial  statement  for  the  year  shows  a  decrease 
in  surplus  over  the  preceding  year,  and  is  accounted  for 
by  the  building  of  two  permanent  bridges;  one  at  Wood- 
mans  of  16  feet  span,  and  one  at  Union  of  56  feet  span. 
Bridges  we  are  obliged  to  maintain,  and  it  was  found  after 
our  last  town  meeting  that  we  could  not  use  the  permanent 
improvement  fund  of  state  and  town  for  the  building  of 
bridges  of  more  than  eight  feet  span,  and  it  was  necessary 
to  renew  these  two  bridges  from  the  foundation  up\  the 
abutments  being  the  worst  part  of  them,  it  was  thought 
best  to  build  permanent  structures  of  granite,  concrete  and 
iron;  this  being  the  most  approved  plan  of  the  present  day 
and  we  feel  sure  will  give  satisfaction. 

Several  important  improvements  have  been  made  in 
our  roads  from  our  general  repair  appropriation,  such  as 
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stone  culverts,  paving  of  gutters  and  putting  in  crossing 
walks  and  draining  wet  and  muddy  spots. 

The  joint  fund  of  state  and  town  was  not  used  last 
year,  the  same  being  so  small  that  the  best  results  could 
not  JbTJllf^ained,  and  permission  was  asked  of  the  state  to 
ailow^it  I'O  remain  over  one  year  that  the  two  years'  appro- 
priation might  be  more  economically  used. 

Our  approi3riation  for  sidewalks  was  so  scattered  that 
no  considerable  improvement  is  noticed  in  either  village, 
but  just  a  start  in  the  right  direction  and  we  hope  to  see 
them  continued  and  with  better  understanding  of  their  con- 
struction, better  results  should  be  obtained  for  the  outlay. 

Forest  fires,  which  are  now  by  law  a  town  care,  have 
been  no  little  trouble  and  expense  during  the  past  year, 
and  if  every  citizen  will  fully  understand  that  it  is  his  duty 
not  only  to  extinguish. all  such  fires,  but  to  guard  against 
them,  much  valuable  property  and  expense  could  be  saved.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Two  cases  of  Typhoid  fever  were  reported  during  the 
year;  no  other  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  which  is 
a  very  satisfactory  condition. 

Several  complaints  have  been  made  of  unsanitary 
out-buildings,  which  have  been  made  sanitary  as  far  as 
possible.  We  need,  however,  a  sewer  system  and  a  sup- 
ply of  pure  drinking  water.  Very  much  of  the  sickness  of 
the  town  being  due  to  impure  water  and  unsanitary  sur- 
roundings.

Report  of  Superintendent  of 

Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Wakefield: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  and  to  the  citizens 
ot  Wakefield  m}^  fourth  annual  report  as  superintendent  of 
schools. 

Attendance 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  an  improvement  in 
our  attendance  over  last  year.  A  little  more  earnest  co- 
operation on  the  part  of  parents  would  bring  about  a  more 
decided  improvement.  The  record  for  the  spring  term 
was  particularly  gratifying.  At  Sanbornville  in  Grades  I 
and  II,  i6  pupils  out  of  36  were  neither  absent  nor  tardy; 
in  Grades  III  and  IV,  14.  out  of  26;  in  Grades  V  and  VI, 
II  out  of  35.  The  per  cent  of  attendance  in  the  Sanborn- 
ville schools  for  the  year  was  95;  for  all  schools  of  the 
town  it  was  91.  Teachers,  pupils  and  parents  are  to  be 
commended. 

Although  the  condition  is  much  improved  I  must  again 
urge  upon  parents  the  need  of  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance. There  is  the  same  need  of  regular  attendance 
in  the  elementary  school  that  there  is  in  the  high  school. 
It  would  sometimes  seem  as  though  this  point  was  not  ap- 
preciated. A  day  out  of  school  is  a  day  of  school  work 
lost,  Work  "made  up"  is  never  as  satisfactory  as  regular 
work.  A  parent  need  not  expect  a  child  to  progress  as  he 
should  in  his  school  work  if  he  is  not  a  regular  attendant. 
Unfortunately  it  is  not  the  individual  alone  who  suffers; 
the  whole  school  is  affected. 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  tardi- 
nesses as  compared  with  last  year.  The  number  is  much 
too  large.      I  again  repeat,  "Punctuality  makes  for  the  in- 
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creased  efficiency  of  the  school,  it  makes  for  the  increased 
efficiency  of  the  boy  and  girl,  the  man  and  woman." 
Three  schools  in  particular  have  a  bad  record. 

Repairs 

The  school  board  had  at  its  disposal  for  repairs,  both 
occasional  and  extraordinary,  some  over  five  hundred  dol- 
lars. How  most  judiciously  to  expend  this  sum  was  a 
problem.  The  school  house  at  North  Wakefield  was 
thoroughly  renovated  within  with  paint  and  paper.  The 
school  house  at  Woodman  received  similar  treatment. 
These  rooms  now  have  a  decidedly  more  cheerful  and 
wholesome  appearance.  The  improvement  has  had  a 
favorable  influence  on  the  pupils.  Both  of  these  buildings 
were  shingled  in  part.  The  rearrangement  of  the  sheds' 
and  out  houses  removed  a  menace  to  the  health  and  morals 
of  the  children. 

New  seats  and  desks  were  put  in  at  North  Wakefield 
and  East  Wakefield.  The  expense  of  this  change  was  con- 
siderable but  the  need  was  imperative,  particularly  at 
North  Wakefield.  Adjestable  seats  and  desks  were  se- 
cured as  it  was  thought  that  these  would  be  the  most  st  i- 
viceable  and  the  cheapest  in  the  end. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  attention  to  the  urgent  r.oed 
of  improvements  on  the  Grammar  School  building  at  San- 
bornville.  The  need  is  even  more  urgent  now.  Th^ 
building  is  in  a  neglected  condition.  The  pupils'  seats 
and  desks  are  much  the  worse  for  use  and,  1  fear,  for 
abuse.  Seats  and  desks  in  some  cases  are  so  ill  matchtd 
or  fitted  that  there  is  danger  of  positive  harm  to  the  child- 
ren using  them.  The  desks  are  much  cut  up.  Many  o[ 
them  are  not  suitable  to  use.  The  floors  of  the  building 
are  much  splintered  and  worn.  It  is  impossible  to  sweej) 
them  clean.  Dust  is  constantly  rising  which  can  not  but 
endanger  the  health  of  the  children. 

The  heating  arrangements  are  unsatisfactory.  In  the 
severe  weather  when  the  children  near  the  stove  are  com- 
fortable those  in  the  rear  of  the  room  are  suffering  with 
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the  cold.  Again,  when  those  in  the  rear  are  comfortable 
those  near  the  stove  are  much  too  warm.  It  is  impossible 
to  have  an  even,  or  tolerably  even  temperature.  Work 
under  such  conditions  can  never  be  all  that  we  desire. 
The  builj^n^  should  be  fitted  for  furnace  heat,  and  with  an 
efifi'ciefft -Mutilating  system. 

The  doors  of  the  building  swing  in.  This  should  be 
remedied.  If  it  is  possible  the  halls  and  stairway  should 
be  rearranged.  Some  means  of  exit  should  be  provided  in 
the  rear  of  the  building.  Fire  in  a  school  building  some- 
times results  most  disastrously.  It  is  our  business  to 
adopt  every  reasonable  safeguard. 

Such  are  the  needs  as  I  see  them.  To  properly  reno- 
vate and  refit  this  building  would  probably  cost  a  thousand 
dollars.  The  warrant  for  the  town  meeting  contains  an 
article  calling  for  a  special  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 
I  urgently  present  this  matter  to  you  for  your  careful  con- 
sideration. 

As  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  will  be  no  call  for  any 
large  outlay  for  repairs  on  any  other  buildmg  during  the 
year. 

Teachers 

A  usual,  several  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
teaching  force  during  the  year.  At  the  opening  of  the 
spring  term  Miss  Brackitt  was  transferred  to  Grades  V 
and  VI  at  Sanbornville,  and  Miss  Burroughs,  who  had 
just  been  graduated  from  Plymouth  Normal  school,  was 
put  in  charge  of  Grades  III  and  IV.  Miss  Edna  Wilkins 
went  to  North  Wakefield;  Miss  Bessie  Willey  of  Brook- 
field,  a  graduate  of  Plymouth,  went  to  East  Wakefield. 
During  the  summer  Miss  Stevens  of  the  Primary  school  at 
Union  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Concord  and  Miss 
Sadie  W.  Clark  of  Wells,  Me.,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vac- 
ancy. The  vacancy  at  the  Piper  school,  caused  by  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Grant,  was  filled  by  Mr.  Dana  Tuttle; 
and  Miss  Manora  Tuttle  went  to  South  Wakefield  to  take 
Miss  Willey's -place,  who  left  to  attend  the  Normal  school.

Miss  Brackett  was  obliged  to  give  up  her  school  tem- 
porarily before  the  close  of  the  fall  term  and  Miss  Ina 
Brackett  very  kindly  substituted  for  the  remainder  of  the 
term.  Miss  Frances  Wadleigh  of  Union  substituted  dur- 
ing the  winter  term.  We  trust  that  Miss  Brackett  will  be 
able  to  return  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year.  The  fall 
term  at  East  \yakefield  was  broken  by  the  illness  of  Miss 
Willey.  Miss  Jane  Hayes  of  Milton  substituted  for  five 
weeks,  and  Miss  Blanche  Eldridge  of  Ossipee  taught  the 
winter  term. 

I  regret  to  announce  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Ethel 
Pike  Creighton,  who  has  taught  the  Wakefield  Corner 
school  so  acceptably  for  nearly  four  years.  The  work  of 
Mrs.  Creighton  has  been  exceptional.  The  school  has  met 
with  a  distinct  loss. 

Transportation 

The  problem  of  transportation  if  often  a  difficult  one 
for  the  school  board  to  solve.  There  is  no  legal  obliga- 
tion to  transport;  there  may  be  a  moral  one.  The  child 
living  a  long  distance  from  the  school  has  the  same  right 
to  school  privileges  as  the  child  living  next  door  to  the 
school.  In  some  cases  it  is  obviously  too  great  a  hardship 
for  the  parent  to  assume  the  whole  responsibility  of  tnms- 
l)ortation.  The  law  recognizes  this  and  grants  the  rigl>tto 
the  school  board  to  use  a  part  of  the  school  money  for  this 
purpose.  In  determining  whether  a  distance  is  a  reasonable 
one  for  a  child  to  walk  several  things  must  be  considc  red. 
A  distance  which  may  be  reasonable  for  a  boy  of  14,  ma)- 
not  be  reasonable  for  a  girl  of  8.  We  must  consider  the 
age  of  the  children,  the  physical  condition,  and  the  nature 
of  the  road.    Such  has  been  the  policy  of  the  school  board. 

At  the  opening  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  furnish 
transportation  to  children  in  seven  different  localities  at  an 
expense  of  $17.50  a  week.  This  was  much  cheaper  thnn 
it  would  have  been  to  have  opened  up  the  old  school  houses. 
By  removals  and  the  opening  of  the  Wentworth  school  the 
weekly  transportation  expense  has  been  much  reduced. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  condition  for  the  last  term.

The  year  opened  with  the  prospect  of  practically  the 
same  amount  of  money  as  last  year.  A  timely  increase  of 
$70  in  the  state  apportionment  of  the  equalization  fund 
made  it  possible  to  have  one  more  week  of  school.  Of  the 
$652.08  received  from  the  state,  $300  is  the  state's  share 
of  the  superintendent's  salary. 

In  studying  the  expenditures  it  should  be  remembered 
that  the  school  year  was  one  week  longer  than  last  yea.T. 
Books  and  Supplies 

The  expenditure  for  books  and  supplies  has  shown  an 
increase  as  was  expected.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  get 
along  wifh  any  less  the  coming  year.  We  are  now  spend- 
ing less  than  a  dollar  a  pupil;  a  fair  expenditure  would 
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probably  be  about  $1.25  per  i^upil. 

The  only  change  in  text  books  has  been  the  partial  in- 
troduction of  a  new  series  of  geographies.  The  old  series 
was  much  out  of  date.  The  introduction  will  be  completed 
this  coming  year.  Books  are  constantly  wearing  out  even 
with  the  best  of  care  ^nd  must  be  replaced  with  new  ones 
in  order  to  keep  the  supply  intact. 

Length  of  School  Year 

As  has  been  stated  we  have  succeeded  in  getting  the 
school  year  back  to  33  weeks.  I  again  recommend  that  an 
effort  be  made  to  make  the  year  longer.  It  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  we  can  do  satisfactorily  the  work  in  33  weeks 
when  other  school  systems  require  36  and  38  weeks.

If  the  appropriation  could  be  increased  ^!300  the  year 
might  be  lengthened  two  weeks.  The  expenditures  for  re- 
pairs, supplies,  and  superintendent  would  not  be  effected 
by  such  a  lengthening. 

Wentworth  School 
Before  the  opening  of  the  spring  term  the  school  board 
were  asked  to  reopen  the  Wentworth  school  which  had 
been  closed  for  several  years.  The  conditions  were  these. 
There  were  six  pupils  to  attend  the  school;  three  of  them 
were  small:  the  children  had  been  transported  to  Woodman 
but  this  arrangement  was  not  satisfactory.  The  board  de- 
cided to  reopen  the  school  and  the  decision  proved  to  be  a 
wise  one. 

Graduation 

The  course  of  the  elementary  or  common  school  con- 
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sists  of  eight  grades.  A  certain  atnount  of  work  is  to  be 
covered  in  each  subject  in  each  grade  before  a  pupil  is  pre- 
pared to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  next  higher  grade.  A 
pupil  havajig  satisfactorily  completed  the  work  of  the  eight 
grad^;^lio.uld  be  prepared  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  a 
high  sciicTol.  Until  he  has  completed  the  grade  work  he  is 
not  prepared.  Occasionally  a  child  who  has  not  done  this 
work  passes  an  entrance  examination  to  a  high  school  but, 
if  he  enters  and  remains,  he  is  handicapped  throughout  his 
course  because  of  his  poor  preparation. 

The  completion  of  the  eight  years  of  faithful  and  suc- 
cessful work  should  have  due  recognition.  The  pupil 
should  be  granted  a  diploma  by  the  school  board  and  grad- 
uation exercises  should  be  held  in  connection  witb  the  pre- 
sentation. A  diploma  would,  I  believe,  be  an  incentive 
to  faithful  work.  Graduation  exercises  would  bring  more 
clearly  to  our  minds  the  fact  that  the  elementary  school 
stands  for  a  definite  amount  of  work.
